Apparently  the  trucks  are  all  lined  up  in  front  of  ICal  and  they  are  using  generators  fin  addition  to  placing

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Metered  parking  has  4  spots  which  food  trucks  will  park  in  on  a  daily  basis  with  a  small  red  zone  in  between.  These  trucks  park  nose  to  tail  protruding  into  the 
red  zone  which  wlB  block  access  to  the  building  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  or  normal  tenant  access.  The  bus  stop  is  also  affected  due  to  the  trucks  using 
part  of  that  space  for  the  busses.  The  busses  on  a  daily  basis  pull  further  back  than  the  actual  bus  stop  to  be  able  to  p*ck  up.  This  blocks  the  crosswalk  and  ADA 
curb  and  also  causes  issues  with  ADA  users  of  the  bos.  The  bus  will  also  need  to  swing  wide  into  traffic  due  to  the  location.  The  owner  operators  of  the  food 
trucks  also  park  their  vehicles  in  the  metered  spots  overnight  to  secure  the  spots  for  the  following  day 


Existing  conditions  with  the  location  of  Taxi  zone  does  not  allow  access  to  the  FOC  connections.  Taxis  are  parked  in  this  area  a  majority  of  the  day  during  the 
buildings  most  occupied  hours.  White  working  with  station  *3,  who  is  our  first  responder,  they  have  issues  with  this  for  access  including  access  to  the  front  of 
the  building  at  the  metered  parking  which  is  the  location  for  access  to  One  Cal  Plaza  Fire  Control  Room.

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With  the  food  trucks  parked  In  front  at  the  metered  parking  and  partly 
in  the  taxi  zone  on  a  daily  basis  there  is  a  constant  issue  with  pulling  in 
the  exhaust  from  their  generators  and  the  hood  exhaust.  This  causing 
poor  air  quality  inside  the  tower  do  to  the  food  trucks  operations. 
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
